2. Applicant's election without traverse of species I in the reply filed on 08/02/04 is 
acknowledged. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

4. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a. As to claim 2, applicant claims "wherein detecting an event includes ... the 
client". If applicant refers back to the detecting step in claim 1 , applicant is requested to 
amend the claim to read as "wherein the step of detecting an event includes ... the 
client." 

b. As to claim 3, applicant claims "wherein sharing a browser session 
includes ... the client." If applicant refers back to the sharing step in claim 1 , applicant 
is requested to amend the claim to read as "wherein the step of sharing a browser 
session includes ... the client." 

c. As to claims 4-5, applicant is requested to insert "further" before 
"including" to claim additional limitations. 
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d. As to claim 6, applicant claims "wherein enabling the proxy ... browser 
client." If applicant refers back to the sharing step in claim 5, applicant is requested to 
amend the claim to read as "wherein the step of enabling the proxy ... browser client."

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000.

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6. Claims 1-6, 12-17, 21-28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Quatrano et al. (Quatrano) patent no. 6,748,420. 

7. As to claim 1, Quatrano teaches the invention as claimed, including a method 
comprising: 

detecting an event (col. 13 lines 6-15; HTTP request by participant 10); and 
upon detection of an event, sharing a browser session between at least two 
clients (col. 12 lines 50-65; col. 13 lines 47-58). 

8. As to claim 2, Quatrano teaches detecting an event generated on the client at a 
server (col. 13 lines 16-46). 

9. As to claim 3, Quatrano teaches intercepting a web page provided from the 
server to the client (col. 14 lines 19-32). 

10. As to claim 4, Quatrano teaches mapping a client address of the we page to a 
proxy (col. 4 lines 50-59; col. 14 lines 7-32) 

11. As to claim 5, Quatrano teaches enabling a proxy to provide the web page to a 
shadow browser client (col. 4 lines 50-59; col. 14 lines 36-55). 
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12. As to claim 6, Quatrano teaches forwarding a refresh request to the shadow 
browser client (col. 1 5 lines 43-59). 

13. Claims 12-17, 21-28 and 30 have similar limitations as claims 1-6; therefore, they 
are rejected under the same rationale.
